without fall, however, and, although 
no serious opposition is anticipated, 
if the subcommittee succeeds In draft- 
ing the sort of a bill It contemplates 
they are desirous that ample tlwe bo 
had for a thorough discussion. 


Representative 
Cannon of Illinois, 


whoso support as leader of the next 
house will be almost absolutely neces- 
sary to tho passage of the bill, will be 
one of the first to be consulted, 'and " 
his views, it can be said, will have a 
most Important bearing on the final 
drafting of the measure. 


It is tho hope ot tho committee to 


devise a genuinely elastic currency 
system—a system that will expand 
when the necessity shall arise and 
contract when the necessity shall havo 
ceased to exist.

were larger than In any preceding 
year. 
The statlctlcs of the year's 


Imports as presented by 
the De- 


partment of Commerce 
& 
Labor 


through its Bureau 
of 
Statistics, 


show that the Importation 
of 
tin 


•were 88 million pounds, valued at 
•moro than 28 million 
dollars. 
In 


1890 the Importations were 35 mil- 
lion pounds, valued at about 7 mil- 
lion dollars. 
These figures of tho year's importa- 
tion of tin. and the growth 
of 
the 


importation |ince 1,890., are espec- 
ialy interesting in view of the 
re- 


cent imposition of a duty on cxpor- 
tations of tin ore from the British 
Colonies of the Balayan Peninsula. 
The rapid growth In the use of tin 
In tho United States, coupled with 
the fact that practically 
none of 


that article Is produced 
In 
this 


country, suggested tlie importation 
of tin In the form of ore, and 
the 


smelting of the ore and 
manufac 


ture of tho pig tin at hand. A plant 
for this purpose has been erected 
in the United States, and the ship 
ment of ore from tho Balayan Pen 
Insula was about to begin, when the 
Department 
of Commerce & Labor 


received word through tha reports 
of the United 
States 
consul 
at 


Straits Settlements, that an export 
duty of $30 per plcul (133 pounds) 
has been levied on tin ore being to 
prevent its exportation In tho nat- 
ural state, and to retain for the peo- 
ple of .the Malayan states the profits 
of melting.

BLUHM RETAINED AS WITNESS 


Man Implicated by Alleged Murderer's 


Story, Is Also Confined in 


Rock County Jail. 


In face of the.evidence presented 


to tho court. Judge C. L. Flfleld this 
morning held Tom Joyce to answer 
to the charge of murdering Herman 
Zimmerman. 
Ernest 
Bluhm was 


held as chief witness, under 
two

secure. 
In 
which 
event 
lie 


w(ll bo a prisoner at the county jail. 
on equal terms with the alleged mur- 
derer. 


Only a little over an hour was re- 


quired this morning to take the re 
maining 
evidence on the rebuttal, 


hear tho brief arguments of the two 
attorneyK, and render a decision on 
the* complaint charging Joyce 
with 


murder. Two entire days had been 
previously occupied In the examltm 
tlon. 


Although the audience had 
been 


Inclined to-be unruly throughout the 
'examination, there was no need to 
call for order while the judge gave 
his decision. 
When It was learned 


that both Joyce and Bluhm were 
to be held, tho common sentiment 
seemed to bo commendatory. 
Al- 


though T. S. Nolan moved that tho 
defendant bo discharge.! ho said that 
he hardly expected the motion to bo 
of avail, and the self-appointed judg- 
es who jammed the municipal court 
room agreed that tho evidence was 
too strong against Joyce to give any 
hope of his acquittal. 


Joyce Talked of Arthur 


When the Judge called the case at 


the State of Wisconsin against Tom 
Joyce this morning, Mr. Nolan, at- 
torney for the defense, said that the 
defendant was the 
first 
witness 


whom he wished to call. 
Joyce's testimony .iuvt-loped noth- 


ing which had not been brought out 
at length yesterday. 
Ho said that 


before tho Champion fight occurred 
"Arthur" wished to know of a good 
place to spend the night, where ho 
would not have to pay as much as 
the Myers house asked, and he told 
"Arthur"' that If he was not particu- 
lar where he slept he might try tho 
band 'stand. 
"Arthur" did not leave 


until after the Champion light, at 
the close of which he first chased 
Bluhm. and then went up toward the 
southeast corner of tho band stan.i, 


"which was the last he saw of him. 


Joyce denied that, he had said that 
the telegraph student would "get all 
the 
brass-pounders In town after 


him." 


' Ernest Shumacher told of the lo- 


cation of the tree under which he 
had seen the three men on the night 
of the fracas, while he himself was 
with a young lady not many feet 
distant. 
Mr. Shumacher went 
to 


the courthouse park last ovonlng in 
company with the district attorney 
and pointed out the tree which he 
Identified with that under which he 
saw the men. 
Measurements maJo 


last evening showed tho tree to bo 
118 feet and 9 Inches east of the 
center of Wisconsin street where It 
runs through the park, and showed 
the east edge of the band stand to 
bo 42 feet west of tho center of 
the center of Wisconsin street. 


Not Drunk. That Night 


On cross-examination by Mr. No- 


lan Shumacher admitted that ho had 
been drinking that evening and sat 
down In the park under a tree In the 
hope of feeling better, a hope which 
he said he realized. 
He maintained 


that he was not drunk. He gave it as 
his opinion that he had Identified the 
same tree which he saw that night, 
but 
he n.lmltted that he was not 


positive. 


"You 
did not look, for any particu- 


lar tree that night, did you?" asked 
Mr. Nolan. 
, 


"Any tree would do," said Shum- 


acher. 


"You 
went for any old tree, I sup- 


pose?". 


"Yes. sir." 
"Then all trees looked alike to you 


that night?" 


"They most certainly did." 
"Then how wero you able to Iden- 


tify that tree?" 


"I simply said that It was 
my 


opinion that that was the tree." 


This part of the evidence was of 


special Importance, as Joyce located 
tho tree west of Wisconsin 
street 


and south of the band stan.i. 
The 


tree which Shumacher located was 
not visible from the point 
where 


Joyjce declared he remained while 
Bluhm went up tho hill. 


Bluhm Denied Joyce Story 


Ernest Bluhm next took the wit- 


ness stand, and proceeded to deny 
each of the essential Items In 
tho 


statement made by Joyce. 
He said 


that no "Arthur" was present, that 
Joyce did not remain at the foot of 
the hill while ho went up to 
the 


band stand, that he did not say that 
lie hit Zimmerman with n stone, that 
Joyce 
said 
nothing to him about 


striking a fatal blow. 


H'c explained his Inability to tes- 


tify as to whether he hit Champion 
with a whiskey bottle by tho fact 
that ho was heated, and while In 
the thick of the light might have 
used any weapon he could lay his 
hands upon. 
If "Arthur" had been 


present, however, he would 
hnvo 


seen him either before or after the 
fight occurred, at both 
of 
which 


times Joyce declared "Arthur" was 
present. 


Througji0"1 his cross-f/»amlnatlon 


Bluhm was Inclined to lie pugnac- 
ious and argumentative, and resent- 
ed every suggestion that his word 
was questioned. 
It finally became 


necessary for the Judge to request 
him to confine his remarks to ans- 
wers to tho questions propounded 
1>y tho attorneys. Tho next witness, 
Albright, was also more earnest iu 


his testimony than he had 
been 


I when he first took'the stand. 


A'lbrlght also denied the truth ot 


those.statements-madoi.'. by 
Joyce 


which dlffeted frgm the narrative of 
Blnlini and Albright. 
•'"You're anxious to have Joyce get 
out of this scrape, are you?" queried 
Mr. Nolan. 


"I certainly am."

Testimony Is Concluded 


This ended the testimony. 
'Attorney Nolan then moved that 


the 
defendant be dismissed. 
and 


asked for a few words. 


He said that he did not expect his

missed to be of any avail. Tho court 
had been acquainted with tho mass 
of tho evidence before any warrants 
were Issued, and yet some new tes- 
timony had been brought up during 
the examination. It had been shown, 
he 
Haiti, that Joyce had used noth- 


ing but his fists In tho first 
two 


fights, when he should luivo used n 
weapon In the second fight If over. 
Bluhm was the man who used tho 
weapon, striking Champion with 
a 


whiskey bottle In the second fight. 


Mr. Nolan urged that Bluhm bo 


held for the crlmo with which Joyce 
was charged. 
Bltihm's face, 
ho 


said, was tho most degenerate ho 
had ever looked upon, and was that 
of a self-confessed
